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BACH (JOHANN SEBASTIAN) 


BACH: Concerto No. I in D major (after Vivaldi) 
(2 sides) & Italian Concerto (3 sides) & PUR- 
CELL: Ground & Lillibulero (1 side). Sylvia 
Marlowe (harpsichord). Three 12" records in 
set D-DAU4; price complete with album $7.20. 
(Available in automatic sequence only) 


Sylvia Marlowe has recorded two of Bach's 
Concertos for harpsichord: the ltalian Concerto 
and the first of the sixteen Concertos arranged 
from Vivaldi and others. Both have been recorded 
before, the Italian Concerto by Landowska and 
the Vivaldi Concerto, after Op. 3, No. 9, by 
Landowska and Ruggero Gerlin. The two Purcell 
selections from Part |l of "Musick's Handmaid," 
have been recorded before, the Ground by Lan- 
dowska in her recent Victor album and the Lilli- 
bulero by Ralph Kirkpatrick. Thus, it can be seen, 
this album does not fill a great gap in the re- 
corded repertory. 


The performances are straightforward and 
forceful. The vinylite surfaces are exceptionally 
quiet, The recording seems a trifle larger than life 
size, but this may be adjusted by one's volume 
control. 

Notes by Arthur Mendel are included in 
the album. 


BACH: Concerto No. 8 in B minor (after Vivaldi) 
(arranged Tamburini). Mario Salerno (piano) & 
EIAR Symphony Orchestra conducted by Ar- 
mando La Rosa Parodi. Two 12" imported rec- 
ords (4 sides), Nos. CET-CB20301/2; price 
$5.24. (Available in manual sequence only) 


This work is the eighth of the Concertos tran- 
scribed by Bach from the concertos of Vivaldi, 
Marcello, Telemann and others. The present work 
iis an arrangement by Tamburini for piano and or- 
«chestra, Although the label specifies Vivaldi, the 
original composer is unknown. In any event, the 
music is very effective, even in this rather over- 
done arrangement. The movements are marked: 
Allegro; Adagio; Allegro; Andante; Adagio; Alle- 
gro. A recording of the original Bach transcription 
played on the harpsichord by Ruggero Gerlin is 
not available for comparison. 


The present recording is quite good, although 
the arrangement is a bit elaborate. 


BACH: Miscellaneous Selections. Andres Segovia 
(guitar). Two 12" records (4 sides) in Set MC- 
90; price complete with album $3.00.

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Andres Segovia has recorded a group of se- & 
lections originally written for Lute as well as a few ) 
of his transcriptions. The recorded performances 
are quite good. It is a pity he did not record a 
complete album of the Bach works for lute, rather 
than this miscellaneous collection. As it is, the 
album is worth acquiring, for the selections origin- 
ally written for the lute sound extremelly well 
on the guitar. 


The recording is adequate as are the surfaces. 


BACH: Concerto No. 2 in C major for Two Harp- 
sichords & String Orchestra. Manuel & William- 
son Harpsichord Ensemble (5 sides) & COUPER- 
IN: Musette de Taverny. Philip Manuel & 
Gavin Williamson (2 harpsichords) (1 side). 
Three 12" records in Set MC-52; price complete 
with album $4.05. (Available in automatic se- 
quence only) 


The latest of the reissues by Musicraft is their 
recording by the Manuel and Williamson Harp- 
sichord Ensemble of the Bach C major concerto. 
This work is one of the gems of the Bach repertory. 
It is unfortunate that the recorded performance is 
not better than it is. Technically these pressings 
are quite good, but the performance leaves some- 
thing to be desired. It is to be hoped that this 
company will reiussue some of the real gems in its 
catalogue that have not been recorded by other 


companies. 


BRAHMS (JOHANNES) 


BRAHMS: Sonata No. 3 in D minor, Op. 108, for 
Violin & Piano. Isaac Stern (violin) & Alexander 
Zakin (piano). Three 12" records (6 sides) in 
Set CMM-730; price complete with album $4.75. 
[Available in automatic sequence only) 


This performance must be put down as some- 
what of a disappointment. Mr. Stern gives a rather 
exaggerated rendition of this lyric work, and he 
is not helped too much by Mr. Zakin. After their 
excellent recording of the Beethoven Sonata, Op. 
30, No. 2, it was hoped that all their future re- 
leases would be on the same high level. However, 
in the present work, they both strive to "interpret" 
the music too much. The recent Menuhin recording 
(G-DB6441/3) is much cleaner and the earlier 
Columbia set by Szigeti and Petri is much more 
straightforward. 


The recording is quite satisfactory on the 
whole. 


BRITTEN (BENJAMIN) 


BRITTEN: Matinées Musicales (5 sides) & Soirées 
Musicales — Tarantella only (! side). Boston 
"Pops" Orchestra conducted by Arthur Fiedler. - 
Three 10" records in Set VM-1204; price com 
plete with album $5.00. (Automatic sequence: 
VDM-1204; price $4.00). 


Wwe derived from the opera 
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Benjamin Britten composed two suites of five 
movements each after Rossini. The themes were 
"William Tell" and 
"Pechés de vieillesse" a group of charming trifles, 
written in Paris after he had abandoned serious 
composing. The Britten suites were written for 
Lincoln Kirstein and the American Ballet Theatre. 


The present album contains the complete 
"Matinées Musicales", the second of the two suites 
and one movement from the first suite, the "Soi- 
rées Musicales". The movements of the complete 
suite are marked as follows: March (after the 
"Passo a sei" from William Tell") Nocturne; Waltz; 
Pantomime; Moto perpetuo. The "Tarantella" 
from the "Soirées Musicales" is also included. 


These delightful pieces have been recorded 
with great spirit by Arthur Fiedler and the Boston 
"Pops" Orchestra. The orchestral sound is stunning. 


CORELLI (ARCANGELO) 


CORELLI: Concerto Grosso in D major, Op. 6, 
No. | in D major. EIAR Symphony Orchestra 
conducted by Carlo Zecchi. Two 12" imported 
records (4 sides), Nos. CET-BB25125/6; price 
$5.24. (Manual sequence only) 


One of Corelli's Concerti Grossi from Op. 6 
has been recorded by the EIAR Orchestra, under 
the direction of Carlo Zecchi. The conducted may 
be familiar to record collectors as a pianist. The 
present set shows him as a discerning and sensitive 
conductor. The score has never been recorded in 
its entirety before. A single 10" Lumen record 
contained some of the music, but could not con- 
tain the whole score. The movements are marked: 
Largo, Allegro, Largo, Allegro, Largo, Allegro, 
Finale. 

The recording is excellent as are the surfaces. 


DEBUSSY (CLAUDE) 


DEBUSSY: Printemps — Symphony Suite. Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra conducted by Sir Thomas 
Beecham. Two 12" imported records (4 sides), 
Nos. G-DB6549/50; price $5.24. (Manual se- 
quence only) 


The symphonic suite "Printemps" was written 
in 1887. Originally the score contained a word- 
less chorus. This "Printemps" of 1887 was inspired 
by Botticelli's painting “La Primavera” and should 
not be confused with the "Printemps" which was 
composed while trying to compete for the Prix de 
Rome. In 1913 Debussy rewrote the present work, 
removing the choral passages. It is in two move- 
ments. 


The recording by Sir Thomas Beecham and the 
Royal Philharmonic Orchestra is a model of or- 
chestral reproduction. The earlier recording by the 
Paris Conservatory Orchestra (in VM-363) is easily 
superseded by the present version. 
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DELIUS (FREDERICK) 


DELIUS: Brigg Fair — An English Rhapsody. Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra conducted by Sir 
Thomas Beecham. Two 12" records (4 sides) in 
Set VM-1206; price complete with album $4.50. 
(Automatic sequence: VDM-1206; price $3.50). 
(Also vinylite: V-VI4; price $6.00; automatic: 
V-DV14; $5.00) 


"Brigg Fair" is based on Lincolnshire folk 
song of the same name. The Rhapsody was com- 
posed in 1907 and first performed in Basle. It has 
become one of the composer's best-liked works. 
Sir Thomas Beecham recorded this composition 
several years ago with the old Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra. This is still listed in the Columbia 
catalogue (CMX-30). However, the present re- 
cording is far superior, for the recording technique 
makes it possible to capture the varied orchestral 
colors employed by the composer in a manner not 
permitted by the older recording. 


The performance is completely praiseworthy. It 
might be added that this is being released in this 
country before it appears in England. 


GEMINIANI (FRANCESCO) 


GEMINIANI: Concerto Grosso, Op. 3, No. 2. 
EIAR String Orchestra conducted by Carlo Zec- 
chi. Two 12" imported records (4 sides), Nos. 
CET-BB25112/3; price $5.24. (Manual sequence 
only) 


We have received a recording of a concerto 
grosso by the Italian composer Francesco Gemi- 
niani (1667-1762). At the present time practically 
nothing is listed in current domestic and Euro- 
pean catalogues by this once famous virtuoso. 
The movements of the work here recorded are 
marked: Largo; Allegro; Adagio; Allegro. The 
soloists in the concertino are A. Gramagna & 
V. Brun (violins), B. Francalanci (viola), G. Ferrari 
('cello) & A. Succo (harpsichord). 


The music is very effective, particularly the 
slow movements, which are very expressively played. 
The recording is good. 


GRIEG (EDVARD) 


GRIEG: Concerto in A minor, Op. 16, for Piano 
& Orchestra. Oscar Levant (piano) & Philhar- 
monic Symphony Orchestra of New York con- 
ducted by Efrem Kurtz (7 sides) & RACHMA- 
NINOFF: Prelude in E flat major, Op. 23, No. 6. 
Oscar Levant (piano) (! sides). Four 12" rec- 
ords in Set CMMV-741; price complete with 
album $9.00. (Automatic sequence only) 

(Also on shellac—CMM-741, price $6.00.) 
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Why Columbia ever released this set must 
femain a mystery. The performance is one to end 
all performances of the Grieg Concerto. The 
recording is technically fine, but the soloist and 
the conductor give as exaggerated a reading as 
possible. Erratic tempi and hard tone seem to be 
the foremost purposes of the performance. Granted 
that the Gieseking rendition leaves much to be 
desired, it is still preferable to the present set, 
and there exists a new English Columbia set which 
Columbia would have been wiser to issue. There 
is no excuse for issuing such an erratic perfor- 
mance as the present one. The vinylite surfaces 
are of excellent quality. 


HANDEL (GEORGE FREDERIC) 


HANDEL: Concerto in B flat major, Op. 4, No. 6 
for Harp & Orchestra. Marcel Grandjany (harp) 
& Victor Chamber Orchestra conducted by 
Jean Paul Morel (3 isdes); KIRCHHOFF: Air 
& Rigaudon (arr. Grandjany) (! side); COU- 
PERIN: Soeur Monique (arr. Grandjany) (I 
side); FRANCISQUE: Pavane et Branslés (arr. 
Grandjany) (l side). Marcel Grandjany (harp 
solo). Three 12" records in Set VM-1201; price 
complete with album $5.75. (Automatic se- 
quence: VDM-1201; price $4.75) 


The Concerto for Harp and Orchestra, Op. 
4, No. 6 is familiar in its harpsichord and or- 
chestra version as played by Wanda Landowska. 
The work was composed in 1735 and the autograph 
score bears the inscription “Concerto per la 
harpa." An older recorded version of the work 
played by the harpist, Lily Laskine, is out of print 
and not available for comparison. The present 
performance is vigorous and bright with a spirited 
orchestral. accompaniment by Jean Paul Morel. 
The cadenza is provided by Marcel Grandjany. 


The remaining sides of the album contain in- 
teresting early music. Gottfried Kirchhoff (1685- 
1746) is not represented in records as far as 
can be traced. He was a famous German organist 
and composer. Frangois Couperin's "Soeur Mo- 
nique" has been recorded before. The "Pavane et 
Branslés" consist of a miniature suite arranged 
from pieces in "Le Tresor d'Orphée" by Antoine 
Francisque (1570-1505). There is a "Pavane" fol- 
lowed by a "Branslé simple" and two "Branslés de 
Montirande", These transcriptions by Marcel 
Grandjany are effectively set forth. The recording 
of the harp is generally successful. 


HUBEAU (JEAN) 


HUBEAU: Concerto in C major, for Violin & Or- 
chestra. Henri Merckel (violin) & Lamoureux 
Orchestra conducted by Eugéne Bigot. Three 
12" imported records (6 sides), Nos. G- 
W1503/5; price $7.86. (Manual sequence only) 


This Violin Concerto was written by Jean Hu- 
beau, a young French composer, born in 1918. 
The work, recorded some time during the war, is 
a pleasant piece of music, not daringly modern, 
but neither extremely conservative, It makes very 
pleasant listening. The three movements are marked: 
Moderato pastorale—Allegro sciolto; Andante se- 
reno; Allegretto giocoso. The recording is quite 
good. The soloist, Henri Merckel, is familiar to 
record collectors. We have recently received a 
limited supply of this work. 


D'INDY (VINCENT) 


D'INDY: Quartet No. 2 in E major, Op. 45. Ga- 
briel Bouillon String Quartet. Four 12" imported 
records (8 sides), Nos. G-W1537/40; price 
$10.48. (Manual sequence only) 

Admirers of Vincent D'Indy and French 
chamber music in general will find much to praise 
in this fine performance of the Second String 
Quartet in E major, Op. 45. This work, composed 
in 1897, shortly after the "Istar Variations" had 
been written, is a fine example of the composer's 
chamber music style. The four movements are 
marked: Lentment — Animé; Trés lent; Trés animé; 
Lentement — Trös vif. 

The recording, made some time during the 
war, is a model of clarity and balance. The 
artists display remarkable ensemble and spirit. 


KHACHATURIAN (ARAM) 


KHACHATURIAN: Gayne — Ballet Suite No. 2. 
Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra of New York 
conducted by Efrem Kurtz. Two 12" records (4 
sides), in Set CMX-292; price complete with 
album $3.50. (Automatic sequence only) 

The contents of the second Suite from the 
ballet "Gayne" are marked: Russian Dance; 
Andante (Introduction); Gayne's Dance (Adagio): 
Fire. 

The recording of this second suite is up to 
the high standard set by the first suite, released 
a few months ago (CMM-664). The music is pleas- 
ant and light, Particularly outstanding is the 
vigorous "Russian Dance". 


KLEINSINGER (GEORGE) 


KLEINSINGER: Brooklyn Baseball Cantata. Robert 
Merrill (baritone) with Russ Case and his Chorus 
and Orchestra. Two 10" records (4 sides) in Set 
V-C42; price complete with album $4.00. (Auto- 
matic sequence: V-DC42; price $3.00) es 

This work, by George Kleinsinger with lyrics 
by Michael Stratton, was composed in 1937 and 
first performed on the Columbia Workshop. It was 
also used in an ill-fated Broadway musical re- 
view, "Of V We Sing." It is a tribute to the 
baseball-loving ` borough. :

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MOZART 
(WOLFGANG AMADEUS) 


MOZART: Concerto in C major, K. 299, for Flute, 
Harp & Orchestra. René Le Roy & Lily Laskine 
with Royal Philharmonic Orchestra conducted 
by Sir Thomas Beecham. Three 12" imported 
records (6 sides), No. G-DB6485/7; price $7.86. 
(Automatic: G-DB9159/61) 


The Concerto for Flute, Harp and Orchestra 
was written in Paris in 1778 for the Duc de Guines, 
who played the flute, and for his daughter who 
played the harp. It is a charming piece of music 
which does not make too great demands on the 
soloists. There have been two earlier recordings of 
the work, one rather old one with Lily Laskine 
and Marcel Moyse and a more recent one in 
Anthologie Sonore Vol. 13 with Gaston Crunelle 
and Pierre Jamet. The present performance is 
easily the most preferable because of the excep- 
tionally fine recording and the poise of the con- 
ductor. This is one of the finest pieces of Mozart 
conducting of Sir Thomas Beecham. The soloists 
ere both skillful artists and the result is a most 
satisfying performance. 


Quantities are limited at the present time. 


MOZART: Quartet No, 14 in G major, K. 387. 
Griller String Quartet. Four 12" imported rec- 
ords (8 sides) in Set D-EDA48; price complete 
with album $9.45. (Automatic sequence only) 


This quartet, the first in the Haydn series, 
was composed in 1782. It seems to be one of the 
most difficult quartets to perform, for none of the 
existing versions is really satisfactory. The older 
versions by the Roth Quartet (CMM-374) and the 
Calvet Quartet (U-F1030/2) are quite good, but 
the quartet is of such magnificence that it de- 
mands a performance better than "quite good." 
The present version is a bit perfunctory. The per- 
formers never seem to get beneath the surface of 
the work. This is a shame, because the recording 
is particulerly good throughout. There still needs 
to be a definitive perfomance of the work. 


MOZART: Requiem Mass in D minor, K. 626. 
(Sung in Latin). EIAR Chorus & Orchestra con- 
ducted by Victor De Sabata with Pia Tassinari 
(soprano), Ebe Stignani (contrato), Ferruccio 
Tagliavini (tenor), Italo Tajo (bass). Eight 12" 
records (16 sides) in Set CET-101; price com- 
pine with album $15.70. (Automatic sequence 
only 


This remarkable set was recorded in the Ba- 
silica of Santa Maria degli Angeli in commemora- 
tlon of the 150th anniversary of Mozart's death. 
In the recording four of Italy's leading singers 
collaborate with a chorus of 300 and an orchestra 
of 150 members. The scale of the work is grand, 
but it is doubtful if Mozart ever conceived of the 
work on the scale that it is played here. There 
is just too much noise for clarity. However, placed 
beside the Victor set, it sounds infinitely better. 


The war-time Polydor set uses a Nazi text, and is 
not available at present. The soloists are quite 
good with the exception of the bass, whose voice 
sounds spread and colorless. The conducting is 
rather erratic at times, but in general, Victor De 
Sabata gives an acceptable performance. 


The sections of the Mass are marked: Re- 
quim; Kyrie Eleison; Dies lrae; Tuba Mirum; Rex 
Tremendae; Ricordare; Confutatis Maledictis; La- 
crymosa; Domine Jesu; Hostias; Sanctus; Agnus 
Dei; Lux Aeterna; Cum Sanctis tuis. 


As is generally known, the work remains but 
& torso, since Mozart died before completing it. 
His friend and pupil Süssmayr completed sections, 
orchestrated others and completely wrote some. 
Just how much is Mozart and how much is Süss- 
mayr is a matter which will probably never be 
settled. However, as Beethoven said: "If Mozart 
did not write this music, then the man who wrote 
it was a Mozart." 


It might be added that the pressings of the 
present set leave much to be desired. There is 
plenty of surface noise and the pressings are not 
always as clear as they might be. The set con- 
tains the booklet (in Italian) that was originally 
issued with the set in Italy.

An unusual quintet for wind instruments by 
the Danish composer, Carl Nielsen, is played by 
Gilbert Jespersen (flute), Sven Christian Felumb 
(oboe), Aage Oxenvad (clarinet), Kn.

The work is in 
three movements, Allegro ben moderato; Menuet, 
Praeludium—Tema con variazione. The music is 
most attractive and is very effectively played by 
this group.

Orchestra have recorded a portion of Prokofiev's

complete recording of the piano version is to be 

had on Concert Hall records, Set AC. On the 
last side of the present set the pianist Lillian 

Steuber plays the Russian composer's Toccata, 

Op. II. There are other versions better recorded 

than the present one, though the present perfor- 

mance is very good. 


RIMSKY-KORSAKOV (NICOLAI) z 


RIMSKY-KORSAKOV: Symphony No. 2, Op. 9 
("Antar"). San Francisco Symphony Orchestra 
conducted by Pierre Monteux. Three 12" rec- 
ords (6 sides) in Set VM-1203; price complete 
with album $5.75. (Automatic sequence VDM- 
1203; price $4.75) 

The "Antar" Symphony of Rimsky-Korsakov 
deals with the adventures of Antar, a famous 
Arabic warrior and poet who lived in the sixth 
century. The work is based on a tale by Syenkovski. 
Actually the work is suite or tone poem, not a 
symphony, although it is in four movements. It 
had its first performance in St. Petersburg on 
March 22, 1869 and it has been successful ever 
since. 

The present performance by the San Francisco 
Symphony Orchestra leaves nothing to be desired. 
The recording is excellent and the performance is 
beyond praise. M. Monteux has a peculiar affinity 
for scores requiring brilliant or subtle orchestral 
colors. The present work is an ideal vehicle for 
him. The earlier recording by the Paris Conserva- 
tory Orchestra is not available at present, so the 
present version has no competition, 


SCHUMANN (ROBERT) 


SCHUMANN: Kinderscenen, Op. 15. Maryla Jonas 
(piano). Two 12" records (4 sides) in Set 
CMX-290; price complete with album $3.50. 
(Automatic sequence only) 

This set of short pieces was written in the 
spring of 1838 at the instigation of Clara Wieck, 
who was later to become his wife.

All the pieces are familiar to the piano student 
and to the average concert goer, for they form 
part of the basic repertory of the pianist.

Everything about the set is all 
right, but not outstanding. The recording is good, 
but not exceptional.

Here we have a sober, thoughtful, well re- 
corded version of the "Pathétique" Symphony 
which is among the best performances of the work 
on records. There is little of the raw emotion 
which so often mars performances, nor is it taken 
in too perfunctory a manner. The English orchestra 
is excellent throughout and the recording is truly 
magnificent. The third movement is taken at a fast 
pace, but not too fast for clarity. The set is easily 
one of the outstanding Tchaikovsky interpretations.

The set has the advantage of having the excerpts 
recorded in the order in which they occur in the 
ballet. The performance is completely praise- 
worthy. Stokowski has seldom been in such fine 
form, and the score is completely delightful. The 
album contains several pages of photographs of 
famous dancers who have appeared in the ballet, 
as well as a detailed description of the plot. 

The recording is excellent in every detail. 

Excellent balance has been achieved between the 

orchestral choirs. All in all, this set may be most
